All even-numbered seeti>s pe of Dominion 
Lands in Manitoba or the North-West Ter- 
j ritories, except 6 and 20, cli ch have not

Entry may be made personally at the local 
land office in which the land to be taken is 
situate, or if the homesteader desires he may. 
on application to the Minister of the Inter- 
ior, Ottawa, or the Commissioner of Domin- 
io} Lands, Winntpeg, receive authority for 
some one to make the entry for him.

| LATEST FROM EUROPE. 


Will the Newfoundland Trouble Cause a 
European War?—An De- 
cision -The New Orleans Lynching- 
France as Russia's Ally- 

It is extremely improbable that young 
Kaiser Wilheim will make » speech upoa 
the Newfoumiiand fishery dispute, but it 
may be said without fear of contradiction 
that he is watching its progress with the 

| keenest interest. Englishmen are only just 
beyinning to realise that Centimantal Kings 
/and statesmen have long believed that the 
question is one of the greatest delicacy and 
,dauger and may require an Anglo-French 
, war before it can be straightened out. Peo- 
ple here are amazed at the practically un- 
, precedented spectacle of the British Gov 
ernment seeking to coerce @ self-governing 
colony, and can scarcely believe their ears 
when told by the Ministerial mouthpieces 
, that the alternative of such coercion is « 
| War sooner or later with a great European 
power. It is certain that the lesser evil will 
) be accepted, and if Newfoundlanders dream 
lotherwise they are destined to a rude 
awakening. It would suit the Triple Alli- 
‘ance very well for France to cripple berself 
‘for a generation as the result of war, suc- 
cessful or unsuccessful, with England, but 
Englishmen have nu stomach for such « 
fight in support of the more or less prepost 
erous claims of colonists who by popular be 
hef have no souls above codfish and lobsters 
andlive in a land of eternal fog Among 
politicians the opinion is general that if 
necessaiy Newfoundland must be coerced 
into respecting the treaty rights of France, 
but it is felt that the demand of the colonists 


for a hearing before judgment is a reason 
able one. 
The decision of the British Judges in the 


iJackson abduction case was unexpected. 
Hitherto the idea prevailed that a husband 
was justified in compelling his wife te hve 
with him, provided he had net been guilty 
of any of aie trangressions in respect tu 
which a wife basa legal remedy. That has 
been knocked on the head, as well as the 
old-time aziom that the law upheld the 
husoand inflicting reasonable chastisement 
upon awife whenshe deserved it. The 
Judges unanimously find that a husbend has 
wo right te imprison his wife: that she 
must have perfect freedom to see her friends 
and that if she declines to live with him he 
must not use force to compel her. Further, 
Jackson is distinctly warned that if he in. 
terferea with his wile again he will be guilty 
of contempt of court and be committed to 
rison. Accordingly he intends ashing the 
ouse of Lords if this ruling is correct. 

The iynchings at New Orleans made « 
profound sensation in Europe, but outside 
of Italy the condemnation of the deed has 
been neither loud nor general. In Great 
Britian, where critics are generally out 
spoken upon what they term ** American 
barbarisms,” the newspapers have been 
singularly unanimous in excusing the alaugh- 
ter on the ground that the Preodthiveey 
Mafia isout of all relations with modern 
civilization, and that the miscreants of New 
Orleans were bandits who had mostly fled 
from their ewn country when it became too 
hot for theirtafety. In England the whole 
trouble is laid to the universal lack of con- 
fidence among Americans in their own judi- 
cial institutions.
